Yesterday afteruooa Hon. Justice 
Greenshields rendered his decision In 
the case heard before him last Tues 
day, November 23rd. The judgmeai, 
which follows, la very complete, and 
evidently the Honorable Justice has 
taken gi'cat pains with the case. 

Interviewed yesterday evening, the 
counsel for the defendant, of course, 
were much pleased with the result. 
The counsel for the plaintiff were not 
beaten, they said, as they intended to 
iustilute a personal action for dam- 
ages fliiffcred by their client. The 
Judgment follows: 

In delerniiniuB this case, caioful at' 
tout ion Kliould and must be given to 
tlio wording of the document or in 
stiiiineiit upon which the plaintiff 
basrs his fhilin. 

I am not greatly Interested, and lit 
deod very little troubled, w^ith the 
name that may be given to the docu 
ment; in fact, for the purpose of my 
Judgment, I hardly consider it ncces 
sary to take part in a bapllimal cer» 
mony. 

T am much more Interested In the 
thing than I am in the name. 

A was the owner of a certain lot or 
land ; he was willing, perhaps even 
anxious, to sell it at a price. D may 
have been e.t the .^^nnie time willing to 
buy, but at the momrnt was not In a 
position to give effect to liis willinR- 
ne.'îs or desire to buy; or n may have 
been of tlw opinion that, ulthough he 
did not wish to buy. hut at some fu 
ture time might change his mind and 
desire to purchase the property In 
question. 

A communicated verbally to B his 
willingness and desire to sell his 
property, and evidenced bis statement 
by the Instriunent ]a question. In fit- 
feet be tells D: "I am willing to sell 
you my property at any time within 
the next six months for a specific 
mentioned sum." He signed the docH' 
ment and handed It to B, who took It 
in silence without any disclosure as 
to what his intentions were or wheth- 
er or not he would ever avail himself 
of the power or opportunity he then 
possessed of buying .\'8 properly for 
a fixed and dcterminrd sum of money. 

A and 13 parted and never met or 
communicated with each other until 
A wrote B in effect, telling htm that 
ho had changed his mind, and that it 
was not his Intention to sell his prop- 
erty at the price mentioned or at any 
other price, and, without more ado, 
stated that he cancelled and put at 
end his previous declaration of wlU^ 
Ingness as evidenced by the vrltlnf 
then in the possession of B, and up to 
that time in ftill force and effect. 

B, upon receipt of this notice or 
communintlon, drew A's attention to 
the fact that the delay within which 
his rights existed had not relapsed, 
and refused to acquiesce In or consent 
to the summary destruction of his 
rights under the instrument. 

A received U'b communication with- 
out comment, and W iJiereupon, and 
.stiU within the six months' period, 
notified A that he proposed to exer- 
cise the right and power given him; 
that he proposed to buy A's property, 
offered him the money and demanded 
a title to the property. 

The offer of the money did not 
meet wltb acceptance, and the de- 
mand for title met with refusal 

Thereupon B launched the present 
action. His statement • of claim sets 
forth the Instrument calling It an 
"option." lie adds the affirmative al- 
l''K.TUon of Its acceptance, the tender 
or the price, the demand for title, fail- 
ure of compliance on the part of A, 
and concludes for a condemnation 
against A, accompanying a deposit of 
the price, to pass the title to him, and 
in (icfault, that Judgment bo 
retnlerfd, and when registered should 
avail as a ralld and complete title In 
B's favor to A's property. 

A defends, admitting the signing 
and delivery of the inetrtiment ; in 
voidance alleging alfirma/tively Its re* 
vocation before acceptance; asserting 
his full right to revoke before accept- 
ance; points out and allègres entire 
lack of consideration accompanying 
the delivery of the instrument, and 
prays for the dismissal of the demand. 

B In reply traverses A's right to 
cancel during the lifetime of the docu- 
ment, and joins Issue upon the other 
grounds of defr^.ice. 

Tho document has been varlotisly 
called an "option," a "promise oi 
sale," and "agreement of »alo." 

Forgrtilng for the moment these 
names, let us consider what the docu- 
ment 1.'». 

I tAke if that the owner of land may 
do at least three things: 1. He may 
sell his land. 2. He may give an 
agreement or promise to sell his land 
at a future time; and, 3. He may give 
wliat for lack of a better name, } 
should call an option on bis land. 

The first is the actual transfer by 
valid title of tlie land from vendor to 
the vendee; dispossessing the vendor 
of the ownership In this land; vesting 
the ownership in tho purchaser, and 
giving, if not tlie nrtual posse.sslon. at 
least the right to demand possession 
to the purehaser.

READ PAPER 
ON ADIPQCERE 



M. J. Marshall Gave Intei'estins 
Address to Chemical Society 



SUBJECT WAS DISCUSSED 



Dr. Ruttan and Mr, Motham 
Touched on Various Points 
of Speaker's Paper. 



The regular meeting of the Chemi- 
cal Society was held yesterday after- 
noon nt 5 o'clock. The president. Dr. 
Barnes, was iu the chair. Mr. V. H. 
Motham was elected a member of Uio 
society. Tho president then called on 
Mr. M. J. Marshall, of the Chemistry 
Department nt McGill, to present his 
paper on "Adipocere." 

The speaker first explained that the 
present paper was the result of some 
work done by Dr. Ruttan and himself 
on a specimen of adipocere, which had 
been presented to Dr. Ruttan by .Mr. 
R. J. Blair, of the Department of Bot- 
any at McGlll. 

Adipocere Is a white waxy material, 
which results from chemical changes 
other than decay, which sometimes 
fakes place when the bodies of anl- 
malu 1)1- human beings have been bur- 
led for any number of years. 

The history of adipocere. was then 
briefly described. Chevreul in 1S12 
was the first to detect pulmliic and 
oleic acid. Ebcrt, in IST.'i, detected the 
presence of a hydroxy acid, which he 
called oxymargaric acid. Ebert's hy- 
droxyacld was really a mixture of two 
Isomeric hydroxyaclds. 

The adipocere on which the present 
work was done was that of a pig, 
which had been burled In molr.t 
ground for at least 47 years.' Tho 
composition was as follows: 

P.C. 

Palmitic acid 68.3 

Stearic acid 3.3 

Oleic acid " 5,2 

Fat (neutral) i.« 

Monohydroxystearic acids 15.8 

Calcium soap , 4.4 

Proteins ^ 

Ash , 

Nitrogen , 

Water, etc., dlff , 

The palmitic acid, stearic acid and 
oleic acid were first separated from 
the adipocere by extraction, with pe- 
trolic ether of low boiling point. Tho 
stearic acid was determined by frac- 
tional crystallization, and the oleic 
acid calculated from the iodine value. 

The presence of two isoiuerio mono- 
hydroxystearic acids was sliown, and 
the properties of these adds de- 
scribed. The identity of these two 
acids has not yet been determined 
with certainty. 

.\ small amount of un.saponifiable 
matter was Isolated. This substance 
is not cholesterol. It has a melting 
point of 64.5 deg. C, and shows no op- 
tical activity. It cannot be Identified 
with any known alcohol, and Its Iden- 
tity has not yet been settled. 

Adipocere is probably formed by 
hydrolysis of the glycerldes of the 01- 
dinary fatty acids In animal fats, as 
adipocere Is always formed In moist 
grotmd. 1'he hydroxyaclds are pron- 
ably formed from the oleic acid by 
hydroly.si9. 

At the close of the lecture a discus- 
sion took place, during which Dr. Rur- 
tan and Mr, V. H. Motham gave some 
interesting Infonnation. 

The meeting then adjourned with a 
hearty vo te of thanks to the speaker.

The part taken bv Major 
Magee in the training of the C. O. T. C, and the raising of 'it to its 
present high state of efficiency has certainly been no small one.

I have only started this lately 
as I find it was getting on so slowly. 

The news of the hospital ship dis- 
aster has cast a glonm all over the 
camp to-da.v, and to-night again we 
were warned of the approach of Zep- 
pelins; we get news by 'phone from 
Woolwich and the whole camp has to 
be darkened as the Red Cross flag 
would not be any protection. Nobody 
who ha% not had the experience of 
walking about In a dark city can real- 
ize how difficult and depressing and 
awe-inspiring.

Massage For IVonnded Soldiers. 

To the Editor of the "Westminster 
Times." 

Sir,— May I be allowed through the 
medium of your columns to draw at- 
tention to the very pressing need for 
treatment by massage and electricity 
for the wounded soldiers? 

The Almeric Paget Massage Corps 
has been la existence since the begin- 
ning of the war, and is the official or- 
ganization, recognized by the War Of- 
fice, for the supply of masseurs and 
masseuses for military hospital and 
convalescent camps throughout the 
United. Kingdom. 

The need for this form of treatment 
is increasing daily, and large camps 
are now being opened all over the 
country, besides those already In ex- 
istence, where electrical and massage 
de{)artment8 are to be a special fea- 
ture; It is, therefore, necessary to pro- 
cure the services of a very large num- 
ber of masseuses, in addition to those 
already working on the corps, which 
now numbers about TOO. 

The qualiriratlons, without which 
no application for enrolment on the 
Almeric Paget .Massage Corps can be 
entertained, arc: 

1. A certificate of the Incorporated 
Society of Trained Masseuses; or 

2- A certificate of a physical train- 
ing college recognized by the Ling As- 
sociation; or 

3. A certificate of one of the public 
hospitals of maseagc- 

4. A certificate, dated prior to .lanu- 
ary 1. lOlC. of any of the schools of 
massage approved by the War Office, 
provided that the candidate can pio- 
duce fj\o satisfactory references from 
qualified doctors, who can speak from 
personal knowledge of the candidate's 
work and charaeinrat any time during 
the three icars Immediately preced- 
ing the date of application for enrol- 
ment on the corps.

Before leav- 
ing for the front. Captain McDonald 
was at the head of the Department of 
Commerce at McÇrill, as well as being 
an officer with the rank of captain In 
tho C,O.T.O. 

In his letter, Capt. McDonald writes 
of a reception given the Prtncesa Pats 
by General Smith, tho Brigadier of tho 
SOth Brigade. Ho also tells of an oc- 
casion when the men thought he was 
arrested because of his carrying the 
P. P. C. L. I. flag. His letter is dated 
from Prance, November 10, and la, la 
part, aa follows: 

"On Monday we had a delightful 
march of about ten miles to this vil- 
lage, or i-ather town, for It Is much 
larger than any of the other places In 
which we have been billeted. 

"Before leaving in the morning we 
were received by General Smith, Brig- 
adier of the SOth Brigade, to which 
we were saying farewell. He made 
a good address and spoke very highly 
of the P.P.C.L.r. Gault replied, spcan- 
to I ing very well, Indeed. Tne regiment 
has been in that brigade for nina 
months, and is most popular with the 
other battalions, and very highly 
thought of by the O. C. I was de- 
tailed to carry the flag on this occa- 
sion. This required standing or 
marching at attention for an hour and 
three-quarters. With a squad of three 
sergeants with filed ba>-onete. When 
the men saw me come on parade they 
thought I was under arrest. They tell 
me that Uie P.P.C.L.I. is the only bat- 
talion in the army which is carrying 
Its colors to the field.

Tbe Question of awarding the team 
championship in tbe East appears bo 
bo about as doubtful a pix>posttion as 
oue could well ask for. Not in some 
time have as many teams appeared to 
have at least some claim to the hon- 
ors as Is tJie case tJjls year. There 
are two big college elevens which 
have gone thi-ough the season without 
being defeated, and the followers of 
these two will naturally make the 
strongest claims to the honors. 

Based on the fact that they have 
not been defeated, Cornell and Pitts- 
burg s^and out prominently. Cornell 
had tjie barder schedule of the two, 
and in addition to this has, a 10 to 3 
victory over Harvard. This victory 
over the Crimson would seem to bo 
the strongest claim to the champion- 
■ship that either of the tmdefeated 
teams has. There is no question but 
Cornell had the best eleven In Its his- 
tory, and the srcat majority of the 
followers of football in the East M-lll 
award the honor» to the Ithacans. 

Pittsburg, has a splendid record to 
look back on, and there \b no question 
but the followers of tliat team can 
bring up a strong claim for the honors 
or at least a tie for them. There are 
a few conditions, however, that would 
seem to make Pittsburg's claim less 
weighty than Cornell's. In the first 
place, Pittsburg allowed freshmen to 
play on the eleven in every game ex- 
cept that with Pennsylvania. 
, In that contest Pittsburg did not 
pake anywhere near as good a show- 
Hng as did Cornell at a later date, 
when Pennsylvania was playing better 
football than when the PitUburg game 
took place. Then, too, In the final 
game of the season, Pittabuig defeat- 
ed Pennsylvania State 20 to 0 with 
the freshmen playing, and this was 
only seven more points than Har\'ard 
scored against Pennsylvania State at 
a time when the Crimson was far be- 
hind the form showed against Prince- 
ton and Yale. 

No doiibt there are many who be- 
lieve that Harvard should have the 
tiUe because ot the Crimson's show- 
ing against- Princeton and Yale. That 
the Crimson was at Its strongest point 
vh<'n It met Tale cannot be ques- 
tioned. On the other hand It Is Im- 
possible to tell bow strong Cornell 
might have been at that date had the 
Ithacans been playing Harvard then. 
One thing Is certain, and that is that 
Harvard will not make any concerted 
claim for the champlonahlp. 

Another thing which seems quite 
certain, and that Is, that these three 
colleges are tbe only ones with any 
^■slld claim to the championship. 
Princeton appears to have the best 
claim to fourth place, with Syracuse 
and Dartmouth close behind. Brown 
should come next, w^Ith Pennsylvania 
only slightly behind. As a .rule, the 
other colleges were represented by 
teams of average strength. 

On the whole, the season was not- 
able for two reasons; one, the return 
of Columbia to the sport after an ab- 
sence of ten years, and the other, the 
many unexpected results which took 
place as the season went on. From a 
football point nf view, the fall fur- 
nished games of the most Interesting 
nature. 



Harvard wants to throw away its 
"standing room only" sign, but it can- 
not. While the capacity of the Stad- 
ium remains less than 50,000, and 
while the biennial Yale-Harvard game 
la held in the crescent rampart, the 
3. R. O. signal will have to be flashed. 

Sport for sport's sake Is a fine 
phrase and is as well applied at Cam- 
bridge OS elsewbere( but tbe Harvard 
Athletic Association bates to turn 
a^\'ay spectators with 93 bills in their 
bands as much as the most grasping 
theatre manager or wrestling' promo- 
ter. Therefore, the Harvard author- 
ities are looking toward the future, 
vhen it will be necessary to Increase 
the Stadium's capacity. 

The plan most frequently advanced 
to augment the capacity of the Sta- 
dium Is to close up the open eud of 
the structure with cement stands that 
would match exactly the main body 
of the horseshoe as It stands at pres- 
ent. That would transform the Stadium 
Into a bowl, but it would bring the 
capacity to more than 50,000, and It 
could take only a few Yale games to 
have the addition pay for Itself. 

There Is opposition to this plan at 
Cambridge, however. Many Harvard 
men had rather have the Stadium re- 
main as it is than to have their esthe- 
tic senses jarred by an elliptical struc- 
ture such as Is proposed. They want 
the horseshoe shape at all hazards, 
whether the seating capacity Is kept 
down or not. They don't object to the 
temporary wooden stands that are al- 
way» built to accommodate the over- 
flow at the big games each season, but 
they do object to a proposal to have 
the open end closed In p«rmanently. 

The wooden stands bave already 
come in for a stashing at the hands 
of the Boston building commissioner, 
and the H. A. A. would doubtless pre- 
fer a permanent structure to close in 
the o;)pji end. It costs a great deal 
ot money to erect the bleachers once 
a year tor a single big game with 
Tale or Princeton, and unusual pre- 
cautions are «Iso necessary to prevent 
any fires in the wooden stands. But 
while the attitude of the powers re- 
mains as it now' is, the stands will 
have to be built. 

Tbe Stadium proper Is destined to 
stand at Harvard for years and years. 
II was the first structure of Its kind 
built by a college for Its athletic teams 
and It Is more heavily built than even 
the Yale Bowl or the new Princeton 
Stadium. It would be futile to try to 
remodel the Harvard horseshoe. It 
Is as solid as the rock of Gibraltar 
and about as likely to crumble as that 
noted defensive promontory. A bat* 
tery ot Oenaan siege guns might make 
a fairly successful wreck out of tbe 
Stadium, but it would take years of 
battering to clear away the ruins. Ilar- 
ward must therefore be content with 
the Stadltun Itself, and if changes are 
to be made to Increase the capacity, 
they must be mado at the open end.

Along witii good roads the liomans 
brought football to England, aud 
when they left they were so hurried 
that they failed to take tlieir football 
with them. But It felt much at home 
in England. In the fourteenth cen-| 
tury tjie prospect ot prison terms, 
could not keep the boys from playing 
football. It was outlawed in England 
for nearly four hundred years. The 
boys had to play it In back yards or 
I when the poUco were at the other end 
I of tbe beat. Kings and queens could 
I not Btop It any better than they could 
I measles. Young Henry VI ruled In 
1 1120 that "The King fordlbbes that na 
man play at the futball." Ho wanted 
archers, but "tutliall" was more fun; 
so archery suffered. Even tho Imperial 
Elizabeth could not stop it. 

5elKlibori DIdnt Object. 

There were more elderly "boys" in 
the world at that time, however, than 
now. It the ball rolled out ot tbe 
school yard into tbe neighbor's door 
yard, thero was no danger of the 
neighbor using the hatchet on it. No 
sir, while the game then was usually 
played In tho streets, the shopkeepers, 
especially on Shrove Tuesday, board- 
ed up their windows or hung brush 
over tbcni and said "Go ahead, boys."

OEBKAH CORN SUPPLT. 

Berlin.— Recent statements in the 

German press concerning the corn 
supply have been to tho effect tJiat, in 
addition to the amount required for 
human consumption on the present 
scale, the war corn company would 
find Itself with a surplus of 3,000,000 
tons. It was therefore urged that In- 
stead of the 200.000 to 300,000 tons so 
far provided for, the company could 
and must set aside at least l.OOO.OOO 
tons for fodder. According to an of- 
ficial announcement that has now 
been Issued, however, It will not be 
possible to ascertain tbe actual yield 
of the grain harvest until the end of 
November, and present estimates are 
merely based on calculations made on 
paper. While, therefore, it is certain 
that sufficient quantities will be forth- 
coming tor human consumption on the 
present regulated scale, tbe amount 
of the surplus Is not yet known, and 
the war com company cannot yet de- 
cide upon the use to which It Is to ne 
put. In any case. It was added. It 
must not bo expected that the scarcity 
of fodder can be remedied solely, or 
oven principally by tho use ot bread 
corn.

Harvard'» cosmopolitan appeal Is 
stronger this year than ever before, 
aoieording to the official announce- 
ment ot the number ot foreign stu- 
dents who are enrolled at tbe univer- 
sity. There are 22 foreign countries 
represented this year, and the number 
of students hailing from them tops all 
previous records. Harvard also has 
students from three territorial depen- 
dencies ot the United States •— the 
Canal Zone, the Haw«ilan Islands and 
Porto Rico, 

Tbe closing of some of the European 
universities and the curtailment tbe 
teaching facllitice in many more are 
given as possible reasons for Har- 
vard's gain in the number of foreign 
students. 

Canada leads the list ot couotries 
that senti men to Harvard. There are 
37 Canadians enrolled at Cambridge, 
the same number as last year. China 
Is second on tho list with 22 students, 
as against IS a year ago, Japan is 
third 'With 10, as against nine In 1914. 
England has six men at Harvard, tbe 
Mme number as last year. Oermany 
has only two representatives among 
the studenits at present, which repre- 
sents a loss of one. Other foreigu 
countries represented are Turkey with 
Fix, Greece with three. India with 
three. Denmark with two and South 
Africa wi th two.

While "The Burial of the Beret." a 
new ceremony evolved in the brain of 
a Laval student in law, and carried 

out in due form last Saturday night 
by more than three hundred students 
In the neighborhood of the Cartier 
Memorial monument on Fletcher's 
Plcld. such results as the staining of 
!he pedestal and the breaking or dis- 
appearance of a few lights which had 
')i'en placed for the protection of traf-

•.e.'^ted yesterday, through their vice- 
president, A. Clermont, and treasurer, 
,1. R. Jeannotte, that the damage done, 
whii h was not serious, had not been 
.nlcnded a.s any slight upon the me.in- 
iiy of Sir tieorgcs Etienne Cartier, 
The whole sutdent body, they de- 
clared, held Cartier in as great honor 
as any French-Canadian could. 

How the excitement which led to 
the staining of the monument arose 
was explained. It was thought fitting 
by U. Faquin, a law student of Laval, 
that the approach of winter should be 
inado the excuse of some harmless 
(letuonRtratlon, and the impossibility 
of wciii ins; the beret, or student's cap, 
ilniing the winter gave the Idea that 
till' l)urial or incineriition of one of 
llieso caps would be a good idea. The 
notion was endorsed l)y the students, 
aiul the demonstration oig-anlzed by 
.lean Chauvin, another law .student. 
I'leic'.Hi's rield was chosen as the 
l)lae!' ()!' ini-ineration. 

Tile students niaielied up Tark ave- 
nue 3U0 strong, and, amid some ex- 
citement, burned the cap, together 
with certain love-letters contributed 
to the pyre by those who had deter- 
mined to shun the haunts of Amaryl- 
lis during the winter season, ready, 
however, to return thither when 
spring should ariive again. To set the 
blaze, a couple of lamp.i were coin- 
mandeered frmn the street, and the 
students say that others who had 
joined the rrowd took more lanip.s, one 
or whicli WHS flune; and brolicn nfrainst 
the ninnument, leaving the stains, hut 
nut hy a sliident, howeviM-. 'I"hc stu- 
dents coligialulated themselves that 
the ceremony had been conducted with 
unusual decorum, fitting the solem- 
nity of the occasion. 

The stains have now been removed 
from the monument and no material 
dttmage has been done.

John W, Irwin, a former student in 
Architecture, died at Toronto a few 
(lays ago. His funeral took place 
from his mother's residence, 'tSii Vlc- 
loila avenue, on Monday afternoon. 
Uev. Dr. Johnston, of the American 
I'rcsbyterian Church, conducted tne 
sci-viec. After the usual service of 
devotion. Dr. Johnston said that while 
it was not his custom on the occasmn 
of a funeral to refer to those called 
away by death, ho felt that It Was ap- 
propriate that something should be 
said of one so highly esteemed by all 
who knew him as was Mr. Irwin.

"The most It 
right, and that per.sonal rlghfcould 
could create would bo a personal 
right, and that personal right could

not as a general rule to create rights 
or obligations where none existed be- 
tween parties; registration may pre- 
serve them; registration may give 
priority to one right over another, but, 
speaking generally, registration does 
not create or add to real or personal 
rights. 

Now, if the document in iiuestlon 

conveyed or created any real rights, 
then its effect would be to lessen the 
proprietor's ownership in his proper* 
ty, neither nf w-hich, I should say. It 
can be contended successfully under 
our law, takes pla< e. 

Much and insistent reference has 
been made to the jurisprudence in 
Trance largely based on the enact- 
ments of the great Code Napoleon; as 
also to tlic comments made by learned 
writers upon that Jurisprudence an< 
upon that Code enactment. 

I freely concede that in what Is 
called by our Jurists, "Civil law," as 
distinguished from other branches ot 
the law, aad I am not responsible for 
the distinction or for the name, much 
consideration should be given and 
profound respect accorded to French 
Jurisprudence and to the words of 
learned French conunentators. 

When our Code enactments are slnv 
ilai- lo the French Code, and their in- 
terpretation oijrn lo question, much 
.Tssistance can be obtained from the 
atrteranco ot these learned men. But 
where a difference exists between our 
law and that of the I'Vench Code, and 
the w-ords of our (.'<«le are clear, little 
assistance can be had from comments 
on the French code, and no comments 
are in reality neee.-'sary. 

When our codlflers were dealing 
with Art 1476 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, which reads: "A simple 
promise of sale is not equivalent to a 
.sale, but the creditor may demand 
that the debtor shall execute a deed 
of sale in his favor according to the 
terms of the prinnlse of sale," the 
codlflers knew what was contained in 
Art. l.')S!) of the Code Napoleon. The 
only comment of the codifiera is as 
follows: "The article" (I.e., 147fi», 
say.s the codifiers, "extioses the rtilo 
of our law w-itli respect to the prom- 
ise of .i.-ilo. 
that rub by

Art 158!) of the Code Napoleon reads 
as follows (translation): "A promise 
of sale is equivalent to a sale when 
both parties bave agreed upon tlte 
thing Mtd tiie price." 



founded on the well-known principle 
of law of "Obligations," that, in gen- 
eral terms, he, who is under contrac- 
tual obligation to do, or not to do, and 
violates his obligation, and that viola- 
tion is the direct cause of damages, 
the damages may be recovered. 

But that article, in my opinion, Is 
entirely without application to , the 
present rase. There was no contract 
to he specifically performed between 
A and B up to the time of the revoca- 
tion of the instrument ; therefore, 
there was no damage resulting from 
a breach of contract. 

On what principle, then, could B re- 
cover damages from A, If any, indeed, 
are In law recoverable? 
I take It to be this: 
If I offer or proinlse lo sell my 
property to another Por a fixed price 
wllliin a limited time, and that time is 
fixed and certain, that other per.son Is 
entitled by law to assume that I will 
implement my offer, or istand by my 
promise, and if that other, relying
